2* The Chungchang Railway is prohibited from transporting any lumber to Pokotu 
for the purpose of selling or stockpiling it, 

3« The Chungchang Railway will provide the East Mongolian Lumber Company with 
cars to ship lumber to Tsitsihar, Harbin and other northeastern cities,
